He was happy to say that the 
competition and rivalry were at an end, and under the 
uspices of the arbitraters and umpire to whom the 
between the two railway companies had been 
referred, a satisfutiory arrangement had been come to 
between them, and a bill had been introduced into 
Parliament, during the present session, for the purpose 
of legalising that pacification. In that arrangement 
they were well aware the Grand Canal should form a 
prominent part. From its position it was impossible 
the Railway Companies could make any permanent 
arrangement to which it was not a party, vnd accord- 
ingly it was proposed to them that they shguld modify 
the arrangement made with the Midland t Western 
Company in 1853, so far as to dispose of the Canal to 
the two Railway Companies pow The terms. pro- 
to them that they shou y the arrangement 
of 18453 0f securing to the proprietors of the Grand 
Canal £47 108, Midland Railway stock for every 4100 of 
Canal stock, were incongruous to a state of things which 
made the Canal become the property of the two railway 
companies. Accordingly it was suggested they shonld 
agree to a modification of the agreement, so far as to 
accept a sum of £57 los. in cash, instead of £47 10s. 
Midland Stock. To that the Canal Company had 
agreed, subject to the approval of the proprietors. 
It was not the intention of that meeting to 
fur any formal vote on that subject. At the proper 
time, the whele bill, as before l’arliament, would 
be brought before them at a special meeting called for 
the purpose. The directors, however, would be very 
glad if, on the present occasion, the propfietors present 
would express their approval of the steps which had 
been taken in the matter. Upon looking back to the 
very large outlay that had been made by the proprietors 
of that great undertaking ot the Grand Canal, which 
amounted to nearly £1,800,000, and for which they were 
only§ to receive £333,000, he could not help thinking 
that it was a lamentable depreciation of its value. 
However, they should still congratulate themselves that 
the war which had caused them so much trouble and 
anxiety, and was prolonged through so many years, was 
now at an end, and that they would at least receive this 
small remnant of theirlarge outlay It was usually said 
that boards of directors and public companies had very 
little, if any. feeling for the good of the public, They were 
supposed to be entirely devoted to their own advance- 
ment, but vet their board of directors felt that in the 
arrangement which they had entered into they wight 
congratulate the public as wellas their proprietors. 
(Hear, hear.) They were of opinion that their whole 
concern would not only lose nothing, so far as the public 
were concerned, by being handed over to the Railway 
Companies, tut that the value ofthe canal to them 
would be considerably increased and enbanced by passing 
into their hands. ‘They had at their disposal sufficient 
means, and it was their ioterest to develope the resources 
of the canal, to maintain its efficiency, to cultivate its 
trade and to apply any means that the progress of 
science might discover to facilitate the transit of goods 
along ite waters. They also considered that the public 
were quite safe in hands of the very talented and 
distinguished chairman of the Board of Works, whose 
duty it was, in conjunction with the Board of Trade, to 
provide that cleases should be introduced into the bill 
for the protection of the public; and who would 
he wae certain, introduce such clauses as would main- 
tain the canal in all its integrity and efliciency, an! 
meke such terms as to tolls as would ensure a cheap water 
carriage to the mercantile community. tle knew the 
railway companies were prepared to acquiesce lu any 
fair and equitable adjustment of those matters which 
the Beard of Trade and Doard of Works might recom- 
mend, Therefore he thought they bad a right to con- 
gratulate the public that their interests, as well as the 
interests of the canal proprietors, were protected and 
cuarded by the arrangetient that had been entered into.

time since. It had been convened by mill-owners and 
other parties, who conceived themselves injured by the 
Billat present before Parliament, and they met in order 
to express their opposition to it.

the newapapers,—anm! he particularly alluded to a
